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Pacifica  Foundation  made  its  first  application  to  the  FCC  for  a  broadcasting  license 
in  1947.  The  original  plan  called  for  an  AM  station,  probably  located  in  Richmond, 
with  a  limited  number  of  commercials  at  first  to  be  tapered  off  as  the  station  could 
become  self-supporting  through  listener  subscriptions.  Between  this  original  applica- 
tion to  the  time  KPFA  finally  took  the  air  in  1949  two  major  events  occurred  to  change 
the  projected  operation  to  its  present  form.  First,  the  great  boom  in  radio  after  the 
war  exhausted  all  available  AM  channels  in  the  area,  and  second,  it  soon  became 
apparent  to  all  concerned  that  the  kind  of  radio  fare  this  station  wanted  to  offer  was 
possible  only  in  a  non-commercial,  non-profit  operation. 

There  are  several  reasons  why  the  latter  is  so.  Most  obvious,  perhaps,  is  the  fact 
that  a  free  form,  even  embracing  at  times  some  rather  unpopular  or  at  least  minority 
viewpoints,  is  simply  not  possible  unless  ultimate  control  of  program  policy  rests 
with  the  station  itself.  Even  in  the  programming  of  serious  music  whose  popularity 
with  the  radio  audience  has  grown  enormously  in  the  past  few  years  the  trend  in  the 
commercial  good  music  station  has  been  toward  the  familiar  "safe"  repertory  capable 
of  attracting  the  largest  possible  audience  for  the  sponsor's  message.  One  of  the 
most  affluent  stations  for  this  sort  recently  published  a  "Guide  for  attracting  a 
Critical  Audience  in  which  such  statements  were  made  as  that  "The  TRUE  classics 
can  only  be  scheduled  at  certain  times  of  the  day"  and  that  "Music  characterized 
by  dissonance,  chamber  music,  vocal  music,  etc.,  must  be  kept  at  an  absolute  min- 
imum". 

There  are  many  other  reasons,  however,  why  a  non-profit  operation  is  at  the  core 
of  KPFA's  kind  of  program  variety.  Commercial  stations  must  engage  sizeable 
personnel  for  the  handling  of  commercial  accounts.  KPFA's  staff  devotes  all  its 
time  to  programming  and  operating  the  station.  Many  of  the  literary  programs  KPFA 
broadcasts,  contemporary  plays,  readings  from  current  books  and  periodicals,  even 
some  of  the  BBC  programs,  cannot  be  licensed  to  a  commercial  station  without  heavy 
payments  in  copyright  fees.  The  same  holds  true  for  contemporary  music,  especially 
opera;  commercial  stations  must  pay  a  licensing  fee  based  on  their  program  income 
for  the  use  of  such  material.  And  finally,  the  live  musicians  appearing  over  KPFA 
are  engaged  at  a  special  low  rate  established  by  the  Musicians'  Union  as  a  special 
concession  to  its  non-commercial  status;  the  broadcasts  of  concerts  at  universities 
and  the  recent  Carmel  Bach  Festival  programs  were  allowed  without  charge  by  the 
Union  only  so  long  as  this  status  is  maintained. 

As  a  non-profit  educational  institution  KPFA  was  granted  tax  exemption  by  the 
state  and  federal  governments.  Thus  all  donations  above  the  $10  subscription,  are 
deductable    from   taxable   income,    a  fact   which  establishes    supporting  relationships

by  individuals,  foundations  and  other  educational  institutions.  KPFA  now  has  three 
production  grants  for  special  educational  programs  to  be  distributed  throughout  the 
United  States. 

The  non-profit  nature  of  the  station,  and  the  mutually  dependent  relationship  between 
KPFA  and  its  subscribers,  brings  a  close  identification  between  the  station,  the  individ- 
ual, and  the  cultural  community  served.  This  identification  has  proved  a  stimulant  to 
artistic  and  intellectual  creativity  of  benefit  to  all  involved.  When  the  listener  sub- 
scribes to  KPFA  he  assumes  his  role  in  this  mutuality. 

With  this  Folio,  Oakland  and  San  Francisco  subscribers  receive  a  circular  describing 
the  new  Zenith  FM  radios  offered  by  Subscriber's  Supply  Service.  If  you  are  not  con- 
templating purchase  of  another  FM  radio  at  this  time,  may  we  ask  that  you  pass  this 
circular  on  to  an  FM-less  friend? 

KPFA's  two  fund-raising  events  of  September,  the  San  Francisco  Rummage  Sale  and 
the  Marin  County  Fairfax  Auction  Party  were  successful  in  spite  of  the  premature  bad 
weather.  The  Rummage  Sale  netted  KPFA  over  $250,  from  which  the  volunteer  group 
have  created  50  Matching  Grant  one-year  subscriptions  to  KPFA.
